Washington, Why 24.—The senate 
debated for three hours the peace 
treaty, with its league of nations cov­ 
enant. and at adjournment the resolu­ 
tion went over as unfinished business. 
The resolution merely calls on the 
state department to furnish the sen­ 
ate 
with 
the 
complete text of the 
treaty, but as the debate progressed, 
discussion shifted to the merits of the 
league and treaty themselves. A dozen 
senators, including leaders on 
both 
sides, were drawn into the discussion 
and sharp exchanges presaged the bit 
terness of the fight that is to come. 
Opponents of the treaty in its pres 
ent form lined up generally for the 
resolution and those supporting the 
treaty draft led tile opposition. There 
was no attempt to reach a vote and 
some senators predicted It w’ould be 
several days before the 
preliminary 
skirmish would come to a decision. 
Johnson Starts Debate. 
Senator Johnson of California, Re­ 
publican, 
author of the 
resolution, 
started the debate, charging that the 
treaty supporters had ‘ something to 
corneal.” 
This drew an indignant re­ 
ply from Senator Hitchcock of Ne­ 
braska, ranking Democrat of the For

The resolution joints out that with 
hundreds of thousands of boys still in 
the army and navy who should lie pm 
tented against “evils arising from the 
•ale of intoxicants," and with the food 
question “still acute." the considera­ 
tions, which furnished the bani* for (lie 
enactment of war prohibition still ex­ 
ist*. 
The convention had before it one 
of the big questions of the meeting,

The plan, devised to put re­ 
ligious work on a basis of efficiency, 
is the result of months of work of the 
laymen’s committee aud is n subject 
concerning which there is a great di 
vergence of views.

Military Men Are Not Permitted to 
Have Their Wives With Then in 
Europe, but Rule Doesn’t Apply to 
Civilians. 


By E D W A R D B. C L A R K . 
Washington.—Officers of the regular 
army cannot complain publicly con­ 
cerning tiling* arid treatment to which 
they object, for if they did they would 
be ootirt-nmrtlRled. 
The same rule* 
which govern the regulars bold with 
officers of the National army, but In- 
asmuch as the latter do not look for­ 
ward to long continued service they 
manage to get their grievances before 
the public when regular army officer*, 
with their future at stake, are de- 
barred from so doing. 
Over in France and In Germany to­ 
day are thousands of officers of the} 
army who have not seen their wives 
and families for from eight months to 
two years. 
There seems to be no 
present pros J »ect that the majority of 
these officer* will he able to see the 
loved ones at home for many month* 
to come, Many of them naturally want 
to be relieved nnd ordered home, thew 
places to be filled by officers of equal 
rank and of jiroper experience wha 
never have been abroad, and who are 
strongly desirous of service overseas. 
Some of the men now Iii France or 
Germany served for a long time on 
the border before they were ordered to 
the American 
expeditionary 
forces. 
Titty were separated from their fam­ 
ilies during their border service and 
tin* time spent there jtlus the time 
silent abroad makes the separation a 
long one. None of these officers bas 
complained jmblldy, but privately one 
can bear from the relatives of the ex­ 
iled ones some pretty drastic criticism 
of Hic present order of tiling*.

Among the fib per cent that were left 
In tht* country there probably wa* not 
one mini who did not earnestly desire 
to ut ll the seas Hint to get Into the 
trenches.
